On the )2th August, 1974 a Border Security Force party 
consisting of Shri Ram Mohan Sharma, Shri Shyam Singh 
Rawat, one Non-Gazetted Officer and 42 other ranks had an 
encounter with hostiles in Nagaland. The party was divided 
into three groups one led by Shri Shyam Singh Rawat, Assist- 
ant Commandant another by the Deputy Commandant Shri 
Sharma and the third group by Head Constable Jathuri. Due 
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to his knowledge of the local terrain and tactics, Lance Naik 
Yevito Sema volunteered to lead the Border Security Foica 
Party to the location of the camp of the hostiles disregarding 
the risks involved to his personal safety. When the assault 
groups appioached the camp, the hostiles opened fire from 
automatic weapons. The fine was returned by the Border 
Security Force parties. A fierce exchange of Are ensured in 
which Head Constable lathuri received a serious bullet injury 
on his right thigh but undaunted by his injury and the resultant 
loss of blood, the gallant Head Constable continued to lead 
his group and reached the position from where he could make 
the final assault. He, however, succumbed to bis injuries later 
on. The resolute leadership, indomitable courage and sheer 
determination exhibited throughout the entire operation result- 
ed in the successful elimination of the camp of highly trained 
and determined underground hostiles, 

In this encounter Shri Ram Mohan Sharma, Shri Shyam 
Singh Rawat, Shri Matbar Singh Jathuri and Shri Yevito Sema 
exhibited conspicuous gallantry, indomitable courage and a 
high sense of devotion to duty in the face of vei-y difficult 
circumstances and in disregard to their personal safety.

.Tawahar Rai and Kcshar Singh were detailed as scouts of the 
Party. When Constable Tawahar Rai reached near the house 
Where the hostiles were staying, he was greeted with a volley 
of stengun shots, Undeterred he rushed towards the house 
with is rifle in the hip position and challenged the undergrounds 
to surrender. At this stage Constable Tawahar Rai was hit 
on the right thigh as a result of the firing by some undergrounds 
concealing outside the house, Tn utter disregard of his person- 
al saftely constable Tawahar Rai jumped upon one of (hem 
and caught hold of his 9 mm Sten-gun with the magazine. 
While he was doing so, he received a burst in the left chest. 
Though sinking as a result of severe blood loss, gallant Con- 
stable Jawahar Rai continued to hold on to the stengun grab- 
bed from the fleeing underground managed to hold on tp his 
own rifle and fired two rounds from his hip position even in 
such a precarious condition. 

Tn this encounter Shri Tawahar Rai exhibited conspicuous 
gallantry, cr-ru presence of mind and exemplary devotion to 
duty and finally sacrificed his life in the highest traditions of 
the Force,

On the 25th Tuly, 1974, some extremist attacked a police 
camp at Mayapur in Nabadwip Police Station, killed the 
sentry o|n duty and took away 10 rifles and 195 rounds of 
ammunition besides some police uniforms, A general hunt 
for the miscreants was ordered in the district. On the night 
of U/12 August, 1974, Sub-Inspector Mihir Kumar Chakra- 
borty of Chapra Police Station received information about 
the assemblage of some armed extremists in a cluster of huts 
at village Potuabhanga. Realising that any delay might jea- 
parrlise the chances of apprehending (he miscreants, thei Sub- 
Inspector collected the force locally available and reached 
the hideouts of the extremists in the early hours of the morn- 
ing and started the search, When the police party was near- 
ing Ihe house of one Keramat Ali, they were suddenly 
attacked by armed extremists and bombs were also hurled 
at them. Sub-Inspector Chakraborty made tactical deploy- 
ment of his party which immediately took up position. In 
the heavy exchange of fire, the police were able to shoot down 
4 extremists, capture one and recover two rifles, some police 
uniforms and ammunition from their possession. 

In this encounter Sub-Inspector Mihir Kumar Chakraborty 
exhibited conspicuous coinage, Initiative leadership and high 
sense of devotion to duty.

known persons while they were going towards Barkhcda 
shopping centre. Two of these culprits attacked Shrimati Nair 
and at the point of the knife, snatched away a gold chain from 
her neck while the remaining two caught hold of Shri Nair 
and forced him to part with his wrist watch and cash. The 
seisaming couple drew the attention of Constables Rewa 
Shanker and Chhotelal of P.S. Govindapura, who were going 
in a State Transport Bus on night patrol duty. Constable Rewa 
Shanker immediately jumped out and advanced to apprehend 
the criminals. On seeing the policemen rushing towards them 
the accused persons took to their heels. The two constables 
gave them a hot chase. Constable Rewa Shanker succeeded 
in closing upon one of them and undeterred by the knife the 
criminal had been holding grapped with him. During the 
fell down in a pool of blood and succumbed to his injuries.

No. 6/42/75-CS(I). — The Rules for a competitive exami- 
nation to be held by the Union Public Seivico Commission In 
1976 for the purpose of filling vacancies in the following 
Services/posts are published for general information : — 

(i) Grade IV of the General Cadre (Assistants) of the 
Indian Foreign Service (B); 

(ii) Grade IV (Assistants) of the Railway Board 
Secretariat Service; 

(iii) Assistants’ Grade of the Central Secretariat Service; 

(iv) Assistants' Grade of the Armed Forces Headquarters 
Civil Service; and 

(v) Posts of Assistant in other departments/organisations 
and Attached Offices of the Government oi Luna 
not participating in the l.F.S. (B)/Railway Board 
Secretariat Service/Central Secretariat Service/ 
Armed Forces Headquarters Civil Service. 

1. A candidate may compete in respect of any one or more 
of the Services/posts mentioned above. He may .specify in 
his application as many of these Services/posts us he may 
wish to bo considered. 

NJ3. — Candidates arc lequired to specify clearly the order 
of preferences for the Services/posts lor which they wish to 
bo considered. No request for alteration in the oroor oi pre- 
ferences tor the Services/posts originally indicated by a candi- 
date in his application, would bo considered unless such a 
request is received in the office of the Union Public Service 
Commission on or before the last date prescribed by the 
Commission for receipt of applications in their ollioe. 

2. (i) The number of vacancies to be filled on the results 
of the examination will bo specified in the Notice issued by 
the Commission.

tution (Scheduled Castes) (Union Territories) Order, 1951;

January, 1976 for completing the period of service requisite 
for being entitled to be released or transferred to the reserve 
as aforesaid. 

3. The examination will be conducted by the Union Public 
Service Commission in the manner prescribed in Appendix 
H to .these Rules. 

The dates on which and the places at which the examina- 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Commission. 

4. A candidate must be either: — 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) n subject of Nepal or 

(c) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(d) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India befoie 
the 1st January, 1962, with the intention of perma- 
nently settling in India, or 

(e) a person of Indian origin who has migiated from 
Pakistan, Burma, Sri Lanka and East African 
countries of Kenya, Uganda and the United Re- 
public of Tanzania with the intention of permanent- 
ly settling in India. 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (b), (c), 
(d) and (c) above shall be a person in whose favour a cer- 
tificate of eligibility has been issued by tho Government of 
India. 

A candidtvfe in whose case a certificate of eligibility is 
necessary may be admitted to the examination and he may 
also provisionally be appointed subject to the necessary certi- 
ficate being given to him by the Government. 

5. No candidate who does iyot belong to a Scheduled 
Caste or a Scheduled Tribe or was not n resident of former 
Portuguese Territories of Goa, Daman and Diu before tho 
20th day of December. 1961 or is not a migrant from 
Kenya, Uganda and the United Republic of Tanzania, shall 
be pci refitted to compete more than two times at the exami- 
nation. This restriction is effective from the examination 
held in 1962, 

Noil L-- For the purpose of this rule, the examination 
will mean the Assistants’ Grade Examination, the Assistants’ 
Grade (Released EC/SSC Officers and ex-servicemen) 
Examination, and the Assistants’ Grade (ex-servicemen) 
Examination. 

Note 2. — For the purpose of this rule, a candidate shall be 
deemed to have compeled at the examination once for all the 
Services/posts covered by the examination, if he competes for 
any one or more of the Services/posts. 

Note 3.- — A candidate shall be deemed to have competed 
at the examination if he actually appears in any one or more 
subjects. 

6. (a) A candidate for this examination must have attained 
the age of 20 years and must not have attained the age of 25 
years on the 1st January, 1976 i.e., he must have been born 
not earlier than 2nd January. 1951 and not later than 1st 
January, 1956. 

(b) The upper age limit will be relaxable in th# case of 
ex-servicemen to the extent of their total service in the 
Armed Forces increased by three years.

7. A candidate must hold a degree of any of the Univer- 
sities enumerated in Appendix 1 or must possess any of thc 
qualifications mentioned in Appendix LA. 

Note I. — Candidates who have appeared at an examina- 
tion the passing of which would render them eligible to 
appear at thc Commision’s examination but have not been 
informed of the result as also the candidates who intend to 
appear at such a qualifying examination will NOT be eligi- 
ble for admission to the Commission’s examination.

(iv) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from Sri 
Lanka and has migrated to India on or after 1st 
November, 1964 under the Indo-Ceylon Agreement 
of October, 1964. 

(v) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate be- 
longs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin 
from Sri Lanka and has migrated to India on or 
after 1st November, 1964, under the Indo-Ceylon 
Agreement of October, 1964; 

(vi) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a resident of the Union Territory of Goa, Daman 
and Diu; 

(vii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
of Indian origin and has migrated from Kenya, 
Uganda and the United Republic of Tanzania (for- 
merly Tanganyika and Zanzibar); 

(viii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is 
a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from Burma 
and has migrated to India on or after 1st June, 
1963; 

(ix) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled Tribe 
and is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin 
from Burma and has migrated to India on or after 
1st June, 1963; 

(x) up to a maximum of three years in the case_ of 
Defence Service personnel disabled in operations 
during hostilities with any foreign country or in a 
disturbed area, and released as a consequence 
thereof; 

(xi) up to a maximum of eight years in the case of 
Defence Service personnel disabled in operations 
during hostilities with any foreign country or in a 
disturbed area, and released as a consequence there- 
of and who belong to the Scheduled Castes or the 
Scheduled Tribes, 

(xii) up to maximum of three years in the case of Border 
Security Force personnel disabled in operations 
during the Indo-Pakistan hostilities of 1971 and 
released as a consequence thereof; and 


fxiii) up to a maximum of eight years in the case of 
Border Security Force personnel disabled in opera- 
tions during the Indo-Pakistan hostilities of 1971 
and released as a consequence thereof who belong 
to the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes. 

SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE, THE AGE LIMITS 
PRESCRIBED ABOVE SHALL IN NO CASE BE 
RELAXED. 

6. The decision of the Institute as to the eligibility or 
otherwise of a candidate for admission to the examination 
shall be final. 

7. No candidate will be admitted to the examination unless 
he holds a certificate of admission from the Institute. 

8. Candidates must pay the fee prescribed in paragraph 5 
of the Notice. 

9. AWy attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain sup- 
port for his candidature by any means may disqualify him 
for admission to the examination. 

10. A candidate who is or has been declared by the Insti- 
tute to be guilty of — 

(i) obtaining support for his candidature by any means, 
or 

(ii) impersonating, or 

(iii) procuring impersonation by any person, oi 

(iv) submitting fabricated documents or documents 
which have been tampered with, or 

(v) making statements which are incorrect or false, or 
suppressing material information, or 

(vi) resorting to any other irregular or improper means 
in connection with his candidature for the examina- 
tion, or 

(vii) using unfair means in the examination hall, oi 

(viii) misbehaving in the examination hall, or 

(ix) attempting to commit or, as the case may be, abet- 
ting the commission of all or any of the acts speci- 
fied in the foregoing clauses. 

may in addition to rendering himself liable to criminal pro- 
secution, be liable ; 

(a) to be disqualified by the Institute from the examina- 
tion for which he is a candidate; or 

(b) to be debarred either permanently or for a specified 

period — ' 

(i) by the Institute, from any examination or 
selection held by them; 

(ii) by the Central Government from any employ- 
ment under them; and 

(c) to disciplinary action under the appropriate rules. 

11. After the examination the candidates will be arranged 
by the Institute in three separate lists, in the order or merit, 
as disclosed by the aggregate marks finally awarded to each 
candidate, and in that order so many candidates as are found 
by the Institute to be qualified by the examination shall be 
recommended for appointment up to the number of unre- 
served vacancies decided to be filled on the results of the 
examination in the Central Secretariat Stenographers’ Service 
— Grade III, Armed Forces Headquarters Stenographers’ 
Service — Grade III, and Stenographers’ sub-cadre of the 
Indian Foreign Service (B) — Grade III. 

Provided that the candidates belonging to any of the 
Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes may, to the extent 
the number of vacancies reserved for the Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes cannot be filled on the basis of the 
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geneial standard, be recommended by the Institute of Secre- 
tariat Training and Management (Examination Wing) by a re- 
laxed standard to make up the deficiency in the reserved quota 
subject to the fitness of these candidates for selection to the 
Services, irrespective of their ranks in the order of merit at the 
examination. 

Note. — Candidates should clearly understand that this is 
a competitive and not a qualifying examination. The num- 
ber of persons to be appointed to Grade III of the Services 
on the results of the examination is entirely within the com- 
petence of Government to decide. No candidate will, there- 
fore, have any claim for appointment as a Stenographer 
Grade III on the basis of his performance in this examina- 
tion, as a matter of right. 

12. The form and manner of communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidates shall be decided 
by the Institute in their discretion and the Institute will not 
enter into correspondence with them regarding the result, 

13. Success in the examination confers no right to appoint- 
ment unless Government are satisfied, after such enquiry as 
may be considered necessary, that the candidate is suitable 
In all respects for appointment to Grade III of the Service. 

A candidate who, after applying for admission to the 
examination or after appearing at it, resigns his appointment 
or otherwise quits the Service or severs his connection with 
it, or whose services are terminated by his department or 
who is appointed to an ex-cadre post or to another service 
on ‘transfer’ and does not have a lien on Central Secretariat 
Clerical Service or Armed Forces Headquarters’ Clerical Ser- 
vice or Indian Foreign Service (B), General Cadre, will not 
be eligible for appointment on the results of this examination. 

This, however, does not apply to a candidate who has 
been appointed on deputation to an ex-cadre post with the 
approval of the competent authority.

APPENDIX 

Candidates will be given two dictation tests in English or 
in Hindi one at 100 words per minute for seven minutes and 
another at 80 words per minute for 10 minutes. The candi- 
dates who opt to take the test in English will be required to- 
transcribe the matter in 50 and 65 minutes and the candi- 
dates who opt to take the test in Hindi will be required to 
transcribe the matter in 60 and 75 minutes respectively. The 
shorthand tests will carry a maximum of 300 marks. 

Note 1. — Candidates who opt to take the shorthand tests 
in Hindi will be required to learn English stenography, and 
rice versa, after their appointment. 

Note 2 — A candidate wishing to take the examination at 
an Indian Mission abroad and exercising the option to take 
the Stenography Tests in Hindi may be required to appear 
at his own expense, for the Stenography Tests at any Indian 
Mission abroad where necessary arrangements for holding 
such tests are available. 

2. Candidates who satisfy the minimum qualifying stand- 
ard as may be fixed by the Institute in their discretion, in 
the dictation at 100 words per minute will rank above the 
candidates who obtain the same standard in dictation at 80 
words per minute, persons in each group being arranged 
inter-se in order of their merit as disclosed by the aggregate 
marks awarded to each candidate. 

3. Candidates will be required to transcribe their short- 
hand notes on typewriters, and for this purpose they will be 
required to bring their own typewriters with them. 
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
